Generally warm throughout the year with 
temperatures ranging from 21°C to 32°C but cooler 
in the hill resorts. Humidity is high all year round. 
The rainy season for the East Coast of Peninsular 
Malaysia and the north-eastern part of Sabah falls 
during the months of November and February, April, 
May and October are usually the wet months for the 
West Coast of peninsular Malaysia. 


Take plenty of light summer clothing. For women 
light cotton dresses are the normal day-time wear 
and for men sport-shirts and slacks. 

Some larger hotels do expect men to wear lounge 
suit or long sleeved batik shirt in the evening. 

For women acocktail dress will suit most occasions.

Kuala Lumpur, the capital of Malaysia, with over 
1,000,000 inhabitants, has a mixed population of 
Malays, Chinese, Indians, Europeans and others. 
Founded in the year 1857, against a pioneering 
background of tin explorations, Kuala Lumpur is 
today the Federal Capital of Malaysia, the nucleus of 
the country’s business and political activities.

Park 22.5 kilometers (14 miles) from Kuala Lumpur, 7 
with tropical scenery, waterfalls, swimming, animal 
sanctuary; Port Dickson 96.5 kilometers (60 miles) 
from Kuala Lumpur, favourite resort, perfect 
swimming, tropical scenery. Frasers Hill, 101 

km / 63 miles from Kuala Lumpur, has a temperature 
of 14.5°C (58°F)-18°C (65°F). There is a 9-hole golf 
course, waterfall with natural swimming pools and 
colourful nurseries with giant anthuriums, 
chrysanthemums, daisies and roses. Genting 
Highlands, at 2,000 m/6,000 feet high and 51.5 

km / 32 miles north of Kuala Lumpur, is the nearest 
hill resort with casino, 18-hole golf course, nightclub 
and cable-car system. 

Mimaland — Y hour by car from Kual Lumpur in the 
hills — magnificent swimming pool. 


Penang & George Town 

Population about 600,000 on the Island of Penang; 
It is a rapidly growing holiday resort, only 20 minutes 
from the Malaysian mainland. (Butterworth) by de 
luxe ferry, fare Mal $ 0.40 per person, 

cars up to Mal $ 4.90 each. 

The 13.5 km Penang Bridge linking the island to the 
mainland is also open, A toll of $ 7.00 

(for passengers cars) per vehicle is charged on 
entering the island only. 

Sights and places of interest: Penang Hill 689 m. 
(2,270 ft) by cable car, with restaurants and hotels, 
cool and restful; Ayer Itam temple with the pagoda 
of Ten Thousand Buddahs, is only one of its kind in 
the East.

Ipoh 

A charming Malaysian town, capital of the State of 
Perak, half way between Kuala Lumpur and Penang 
in Kinta Valley, the location of Peninsular Malaysia's 
richest tin mines. Principal sights and places of 
interest: Ipoh cave temples; Cameron Highlands, 
famous mountain resort, two hours by car from 
Ipoh; excellent golf course and hotels; 108 km (67 
miles) away is the island resort of Pangkor with 
chalets from Mal. $ 110 - 165 on beach, swimming, 
sailing, shell collecting. 

Malacca, unique with its narrow streets and quaint 
old buildings. Once the capital of an ancient Malay 
Kingdom, the city became successively a 
Portuguese, Dutch and finally British Colony. 

Her medieval charm, narrow streets, picturesque 
buildings such as The Christ Church, St. Paul’s 
Church, Porta de Santiago, Stadhuys and the 
Church of St. Peter, polyglot population and other 
marks of history under the five flags, will add to your | 
store of memories of your visit to the country. 
Off-shore Islands: Langkawi, in the north, is an isle 
of legends, ideal for fishing. Rawa, in the south east, 
is famous for scuba-diving, spear-fishing, lobster- 
hunting and underwater photography. Equally 
popular are the islands of Tioman and Pangkor. For 
the more adventurous and the nature lovers, 
Malaysia's National Parks — the Taman Negara in 
Peninsular Malaysia, the Bako National Park in 
Sarawak and the Kinabalu National Park in Sabah 
offer a tour full of thrills. The east coast of Peninsular 
Malaysia, covering the states of Pahang, Trengganu 
and Kelantan, is famous for its lovely beaches, 
weaving, silverware, ancient arts and crafts.
